Oo Juno 2nd, 1871, an 
additional 


hoae carriage nns purchased from Dr. J 
H. Schenck, for $75 and placed in the en- 
gine room, the -money being obtained 
from contributions. At a fire at the 
canal stab lea, oo the property of Joseph 
Allen, tbe engine was damaged by hav- 
ing the smoke stack and headlight torn 
off by striking the trestle under tbe rail- 
road bridge, bat by tbe •abstitatian of 
a flour barrel for the smoke stack good 
service wasdobc and the injury was re- 
paired alter reaching the engiuo boose. 


Tbe Entertainment committee varied 


their programme by engaging Signer 
Blitz, for a sleight of hand performance, 
but tho proceeds alter paying all expenses 
including $40 to Signer Blitz were only 
$13.41. 


On October 6th, 1S74, William H. Ball 


and others solicited the use of the meet- 
ing room for the purpose of holding a 
meeting to farther tbe organization of 
a new hose company, which was grant- 
ed. This wan the first step in the forma- 
tion of America Hose, Book & Ladder 
Company, Na 2, and wan followed by 
formally renting the room to that com-

attended the trial of the first fire plug in 
the town, one having been placed at the 
corner of Radclitfe and Walnut streets by

pany and alao put tho steamer in service 
from the river and from the plug, tbe re- 
sult being very satisfactory,both ae to the 
plug stream and tbe line from tho steam- 
er. The report of the treasurer at the 
April meeting showed a balance in the 
treasury of $1.57. 


Upon invitation of tbe Mitchell Fire 


Company No. 4, of Burlington, the motn* 
bora turned out In force, fully equipped 
and attended the dedication of the house 
of that company on Joly 22nd.

& Ladder Oo. No, 3, nnd attended Di»in« 
service at tbe M. E. Church on invitation 
of Rev. J S. Cook on October 10th. 


Aa evidence of the fact chat the servlooi 


of thu company were appreciated by the 
ladles of tbe borough a large and band- 
some flag was presented on May 4th, 
I87C, together with a beautiful banner of 
blue aud gold, bearing ua appropriate in 
acrlptlon. 


Oo February 22d, 1877, the hand en- 


gine which had been kept in good order 
and repair was turned over to the Fire 
Brigade of the Bristol Woolen Mills and 
nouBed in the Brigade's building with ap 
propri ate ceremonies after a street par- 
ade, in order to afford faollltiea for the 
extiuguiahing-of fires on that Bide of the 
canal. 


TlTj April mcetiog showed a balance 


duo the treasurer of $11.88 
A wooden 


bell tower w«a erected and the bell re* 
moved from tha cupola and placed in the 
tower at a coat of $401.76, all of whtcn 
was paid by subscriptions from 
the 


members and their friends. 


On December 6th, 1877, the company 


with the steamer and hoie carriage took 
pait in a parade In Burlington, oelebrat- 
i.iy tbo bi-oentennUl of the settlement 
ot that city, o'o the guests of Mitchell 
Fiie Co., No 4, and on May 80th 1878 
participated in the memorial services of

Ou August 19th, 1878, a communica- 


tion was received from the Burgees and 
Council uskiog the company to place a 
thud story on the eagme house to be used 
QB a Council Chamber, they promising to 
pay al I the expense of alteration and con- 
struction and to make such repairs to tbe 
present building BB may ta necessary in 
case the Burgess and Council was granted 
tho exclusive uae of such third story for 
Itfl meetings, the present Council Cham- 
ber in the Town Ball being deemed un- 
enitr.blc. Tbe request was grantud, with 
the stipulation that the third story be 
built of brick nnd be In conformity with 
the present structure. 


A ball was held In November, 1878, net- 


ting $146.03, and $234 wa§ reo«ivnd from 
Building Association stock, so that the 
treasurer was able to report a balance in 
his hands at the January meeting of 
$112 47, but at the annual meeting in 
April this was diminished to $3 92. The 
affairs of tho company ran along smooth-

Pennsylvania, tbe receipts from contri- 
butions and sale ot steamboat tickets be- 
ing $361.50 nud^be expenditures, inolad- 
ng tbe charter ol the Steamer Ed win For- 
rest at $125 and the hire of the Washing- 
ton Oornet Band and Eagle Drum Corps 
being $322 98, netting a profit of $38 52. 


The Company's bell which lud so often 


called the members together was tol'ed on 
August 8, 1886, for the Memorial Ser- 
vice of General U. 3. Qrant. 


An entertainment was held at the Bink, 


January 24, 1880, which netted $224.80 
and tbie money was ordered to be set 
aside ae a nucleus for the [nrchase of a 
pair of horses. 
A committee 
wafl alao 


appointed to solicit subaciiptione, fot 
that purpose, 'ihis committee acted so 
energetically that $560 were collected 
and on March 15th a pair of horses were 
purchased at u cost of $500 with harneai 
costing $25. 
A committee was also ap- 


pointed to arrange for building a stable 
and James M. Jolly was elected driver, 
being hound by a set of rules and regu 
lationa nearly as long BB the moral law 
and further required to give bond in the 
sum of $100 for tbe faithful performance 
of his dnty. 
Another entertainment was 


held and a wagon, to be used in hauling 
with tbe team, was purchased at a cost 
of $272. 


The building committee reported la 


May that the construction of a stable 
had been begun by tearing down the shed 
in the yard and laying fonndations for a 
brick etable 33*24 fret by 12 fest high. 
Tho trustees were ordered to secure five 
shares in the Bristol Building Associa- 
tion for the purpose ot paying fdt tbe 
•itable, aod to borrow what might be ne- 
cessary from tbe bank until aoch shares 
could be procured and a loan made with 
the Association, which was done by exe 
outing a morgago in favor of the Bristol 
Building Association for $1000, seemed 
by the real estate of the company. 


The money needed for a parade in Bur- 


lington on October 28th, was raised by 
holding an entertainment at the Rink. 


Tlie Bret year's experience with the 


team showed receipts from general iianl- 
ing aa $679.21 and expenses of team 
$774 01 leaving a debit balance of $95.70. 


September 15tb, 1887, the company 


took part in the Philadelphia parade iu 
honor of (ha Constitutional Centennial 
the receipts for such purpose 
being 


$207.92 and the ex pans os, $26726. On 
February 2d, 1888, tho asiiitant secretary 
reported that the team showed a defl- 
einncj *lnce April 1st, 1886, ot 1229.44, 
although the driver had voluntarily low- 
ered MB wa^ea from 112 to $10 per wean, 
alleging that tha company could not af- 
ford to par so much. 


The team proving anretQDncrative the 


horses were sold ID April, 1888, for $350

On July 10th, 1890, the purchase of 


leather hose was discontinued, and 400 
feet of rubber-lined canvas hoae were 
bought, In order to obviate tbe necessity 
of employing u "greaser/* A two wheel 
hoae cart was bought of Sit&by Co., in 
May, 1B91, at a cost of 116625, and • 
pole for drying hose was placed In the 
lot adjoining the building. 


During 1892' thirty-one names were

Electric lights were placed in the meet' 
ing room, engine room and cellar. 


tiy requeat of the Fire committee ol 


Council a meeting of the Fire committee 
with a committee from Briitol Fire Go. 
No 1 and Am eric* H. B. & L, Co., No. 
2, met In July, 1894, and a set of rules 
and regulations providing for the election 
of a Obief Engineer and Assistant Engi- 
neer and the organization of a fire de- 
partment for the borough was presented 
by the committee of this company and 
unanimously approved. 
¥ba trustee* 


were directed to have 100 crples of theae 
rules printed and at the September meet- 
ing, tbe committee also reported a uni- 
form for the Chief and Assistant Engi 
neer, and at a meeting ot the delegates 
Norwood 1*1 Obese, of No. 1, wag elected 
Ohief Engineer and Thomat B. Vande- 
crift, of No. 2, Assistant Engineer of 
the Fire Department ot Brtitot Borough. 


Thin was followed by the installation of 
the Gamewell Fire Alarm system, which 
under the oare of 'Frank T. Olmwbers, 


proven a \aluable adjunct in the 


epeedy extinguishment of fires supplant- 
ing the former method ot notification by 
magneto bell fllgnala from the two fire 
houees to the water works. 


Tbe eve of the New Year 189G-was en- 


livened by a "smoker," at which the 
members appeared to BO thoroughly enjoy 
themselves that another was given ID 
March. During this year the effort that 
bad been made to put the company OD n 
business basis waa showa to bo uiccessfnl 
by tho fact tlint the treasurer reported at 
the annual meeting in April a COB* bal- 
ance of $1235.10. in excursion to Lin- 
coln Park by steamboat reeulted JD an ad- 
dition to the faotlS of $12650.

the run to a fire In November 1896, Al- 
bert Loechner, a valued member of the 
company tiad bis leg broken by falling 
aud being run over by the apparatus and 
the membern ezpceeeed their sincere re- 
gret and sympathy. 
Although the lo- 


jory wan BO eerious and painful that it 
was thought that Mr. Loeohner would 
lose his limb we are all glad .that he re- 
covered from it and is still with ui. 


April 7, 1897, tbe fortieth anniversary 


of tho company was duly celebrated and 
tbe mortgage of $1000 held by the Bnetol 
Building Association, having bbon paid 
off by tbe maturity of tbe shares, was 
duly satisfied of record. 


The company participated in a parade 


at the reunion of the 104to Fenna. Vuis. 
and DurelPs Battery held in Bristol on 
September 16th and also housed a new 
hose wagon with swinging harness and 
other modern appurtenances. 


On JUDO 3d, 1898, tbe first attempt at 


an investment of the fundn, which under 
good bueluflBB management on the part nt 
the officers aud members had accumulat- 
ed in the treasury was made by the pur- 
chase of $800 of the new U, S. 3 per cent. 
bonds. These have since been eichanged 
for Philadelphia Traction clock, paying 
about 4 per cent. 


On October 21st, 1899, tne company re- 


eponued to in invitation by the Good 
Will Hose Oo, No. 8, to assist In the 
housing of their new combination hose 
aad chemical wagon and on New Tears 
eve of 1900 participated ID the grand 
blow out which coin mam or a ted the be- 
ginning of tbe new Century. 


On June 6th, 1901, the company joined 


the State Fire Association,

During 1903 a boae tower was erected 


furniBlied with all neceeeary conveniences 
for drying hose 
V moving picture exhi- 


bition netted $84.05 in July, 19U4, and ti 
horae wao purchased for hauling tbe bone 
wagon. 


A gratuity of $36 was received for ser- 


vices rendered at the tire ooouring Janu- 
ary, 1905, at the club bouse of the Phila- 
delphia Gun Olub at Eddiogton, and at 
the April meeting the treasurer reported 
his cash balance at 5To, pretty close shav- 
ing again; but in May the entertainment 
Committee turned in $145 and strength- 
ened the situation. la August tho old 
runabout wagon was told and a new one 
purchased. 


Oa May 19tb, 
1906, 
the company 


turned out to take part in the ceremony 
of housing tho new chemical engine of 
Good Will HOBO Oo , No 3, and the rais- 
ing of a Bag at the Hall of Mohican 
Tribe.

We do not 
now pull and haul at the ropes of a heavy 
hand engine and hose cart, dragging 
them through mud or snow and after- 
wards manning the brakes for hours, af- 
ter tearing down fences and uprooting 
gardens in order to get the suction down 
convenient wells or cisterns. The main 
idna is to use the utmost celerity in 
reaching the best located plug with the 
hose wagon, knowing that we will there 
find an ampie supply of water issuing 
at a force that could not be attained by 
a full complement of men on the brakes 
of that hand eagine that 
wae once 


thought by us to be "a thing of beauty 
and a joy forever," and making our beau 
tiful steamer an auxiliary that has Lot 
been p*t in service for the past ten years, 
although ever ready under the caretnl 
management of Engineer Obuse to add 
Its quota Ot protection whenever required. 


Of those who constituted this company 


in 1857, I know of but four who are now 
living, Oharlea R. Killlngsworth, William 
S. Snlger, I. S. Tomltnson and Q. Morris 
Dor ran ca. 
Although seventy aeven votes 


were polled at tbe election of officers held 
April 3d, 1857, there is no complete re- 
cord of the naoiee of tbe voters. Such a 
record would be i nlerestlng now, aud 
would be morn interesting fifty years 
hence when our time honored company 
celebrates—aa it 
undoubtedly will—ita 


Centennial. 


The absence of a record of regular 


meetings from 18G1 to 1864 is due to the 
fact that many of our mum bees took their 
full share in tbe War of the Be ball ion, 
One, Michael Dougherty, after perform- 
ing a deed of valor on the battle field by 
carrying despatches through a heavy fire 
and saving his regiment from annihila- 
tion, lingered 
for 
over 
twenty-two 


months in Rebel prison, enduring all the 
horrors ot Andersooville and afterwards* 
teceiv ing from a grateful Congress a 
meaal of horor for bravery ID action. 
Although but a living skeleton wbeq^es 
changed he fully recovered and In bis ser- 
vices as *tn active member and also as sec- 
retary of the company from 1878 to 1881 
••and again from 1888 to 1891 he displayed 
the same devotlotj to duty that charact- 
erized him when ho followed his coun- 
try's flag. Of others, some deep be- 
neath Southern soil 
and some were 


brought home wounded or dead, but the 
stain of dishonor does not rest upon 
one of them for they all aid their duty 
and did It nobly." 


Although the fire .ecord from 1860 to 


1866^1 a misBing we find that eiclusive ol 
these years tbe company 
successfully 


fought 274 actual fires, 187 of which oc- 
curred since the introduction of Bre by 
drantfi, twenty years ago, and 108 of these 
are within the last ten years. 


And now, looking back upon our past 


history we find nothing to regret; macb 
to be proud of. We know that, largely 
through the efforts of the firemen, lower 
rates of insurance have teen effected; 
threatened coDflagratloDH checked In their 
inoipieccy; valued property saved from 
destruction, an4 that our people sleep 
calmly and securely in the knowledge 
that their firemen are ever on the alert. 


We know that the only loss of life re- 


suiting from tbe burning of a dwelling 
was through no fault or detay OD the part 
of the firemen, but was owing to the In- 
terference of Ihe police, refusing to al- 
low entrance into a boate where mem- 
bers of the family wero being suffocated 
by the smoke, compel)!OR ua to break 
through the wall of the adjoining house, 
too late tc do more than remove the bod- 
ies. 


We feel that No. 1 stands in the front 


rank for efficiency and we trnst thai 
when tbe hands of tbe clock of rocirrted 
time point to 1957, shewing that • fall 
century of this time honored company'e 
existence has been completed, it may 
still be found strong and vigorous and 
that those who are members thqn may be 
as proud of their connection with it aa we 
are today.
